did not have to pray for rain, he 
telephoned for it, and incidently 
paid for it. 
Mr. Webber saw a lot of Texas 
country that he would not give a 
nickle for a “carload of farm s” but 
he saw some country that looks so 
good to him that he expects to in­ 
vest and later 
become a “fruit 
farm er.” 
The particular section visited by 
Mr. and Mrs. Webber was Rio 
Grande valley and the town in 
which ho is particularly interested 
is San Benito, about thirty Rules 
from the gulf. The valley is being 
developed by citrus fruit orchards. 
Almost every kind of citrus thrives 
there, 
including 
grape 
f r u i t , 
oranges, lemons, etc. 
The supply 
is still so small that little of the 
products are shipped as far north 
as Chicago. 
Mr. Webber calls his find a Gar­ 
den of Eden and if all goes 
there will not be any apples that 
will keep him out of it. Brush land 
sells from $3.25 to S3.75 per acre. 
A fter it is cleared it brings from 
$400 to $500 an acre. 
This price 
jaises to $1200 to $1500 after or- 
enards have been developed with 
two year old trees. 
It takes about 
five years before trees begin to 
bear, so Mr. Webber will not leave 
Arlington Heights right away. He 
will 
have 
some, good neighbors 
down there. 
Samuel Insull is re- 
a purchase 
of 10,000 acres and is so much in­ 
terested in the valley that he is 
bringing electricity and gas with 
him. 
Irrigation is used. 
The cost of 
the w ater (rain) is about $1.00 per 
acre per year. 
Common labor is 
very cheap.

Mexican labor is $1.50 per day.

They were being quart­ 
ered in every conceivable place. 
The city was asked or forced to 
feed them and they wished a bonus 
in money or they would loot. 
As 
the southern army is composed 
mostly of students, the north army 
was after the boys in the schools. 
Therefore it seemed a wise move 
to send our church school boys 
home on Monday. 
“That day, more soldiers poured 
into the city, making the usual de­ 
mands for money and food. Things 
went from bad to worse for the 
Chinese. Men and women were be­ 
ing seized on the streets to carry 
loads. It was not safe for our ser­ 
vants to go out on the streets. Our 
school buyer was caught and badly 
beaten, but managed to put the two 
soldiers off with four dollars which 
he had in his purse at the time. 
The mother of one of our school 
girls was taken out of her home 
and made to carry a load, and so 
far these people have not heard 
from her. 
There re many such 
tragedies occurring. 
Business Men Depart 
“Here we were with over one 
hundred girls in our care. 
They 
could not go home in our care. 
They could not go home if we had 
wanted to send them, as the roads 
were overrun with soldiers here in 
the city when word came around 
that they were getting the money 
i and food they thought should be 1 
forthcoming from 
the city. 
A 
number of the big business men 
fled. 
When they called a meeting 
of the chamber of commerce, the 
president was nowhere to be found. 
“We barred our compound doors, 
and 
the 
servants 
divided 
into 
groups to watch during the night. 
Our servants 
surely have been 
loyal all thru and we have been 
most thankful and grateful too. 
“Wednesday night just as I was 
ready to retire, we heard the shift, 
shift, shift of moving troops. Then 
almost before we realized it we 
seemed to be surrounded with that 
' undescribable sound 
of shuffling 
feet, the'clanking of guns and now 
I and then horses’ hoofs on the stone 
‘pavement. 
Crash 
went a 
gun 
- against a door, and our servants 
came running. 
I was listening in­ 
tently, and heard some one say, 
“That 
is 
the 
Methodist 
Girls’ 
School.” 
As I had been able to 
see the street from my bedroom 
window, I saw hundreds of soldiers 
marching into the city. They acted 
as tho they were exhausted from 
marching. 
It took this group over 
an hour to pass our house. 
You 
can imagine the excitement and 
nervous tension among the terri­ 
fied girls of the school. Why were 
I the soldiers coming 
WouM the 
North make a stand here? 
Would 
there be looting during the night? 
At last the noise ceased, the sol­ 
diers stopped their incessant call­ 
ing, and the city was fairly quiet, 
! so we rested. 
Government Changes 
“Thursday morning we heard 
that these soldiers had come in and 
thatthe city official and his troops 
had moved out. 
These new troop­ 
ers had prevented our official from 
looting the city, for which we were 
1 most thankful. 
But we were left 
withp Tactically no goevrnment in 
the city. 
What were these troops 
to demand? 
About 200 wounded 
came into the hospital and a more 
disreputable crowd I have never 
seen. 
But they were not here for 
long, for on Friday afternoon came 
the orders to move on. 
Many of 
these wounded men were so badly 
shot that they would die before 
they reached the next place, but 
orders were orders. 
The Norther- 
ers were leaving the city some 
time Friday, looting as they left, 
and the bandits would be in Satur­ 
day morning to finish the job. 
However, Friday night was very 
(quiet. 
Saturday the 
news was 
“Every soldier is gone. 
Be pre­ 
pared. The bandits will be in here 
very shortly.” 
“Now there are two groups of 
bandits, if those from the west got 
here first, we would be protected, 
as they are representatives of the 
; southern government. If the other 
group arrived first, there would be 
looting. 
About 9 o’clock we heard 
guns. 
The wrong bandits had ar­ 
rived first. 
There were wild cries 


I and shouting, shooting and mad 
panic. 
Soon we heard them run­ 
ning past our house. 
Just below 
our school they pounded in the 
door, took everything they wanted 
j and smashed what they did not 


had entered into the matter too. 
The southern bandits stopped the 
looting, but not before we had seen 
that many of the looters were just 
ordinary farmers from the coun­ 
try. 
Tnt morning the east gate 
was not opened. This saved us, as 
there 
were 
about 
1,000 people 
waiting to come in and help them­ 
selves. 
“This all happened in a very 
short time, and since that time we 
have had several change.*- in gov­ 
ernment. During that first week I 
rested just one night. 
“Monday afternoon thee ity had 
a big* mass meeting welcoming the 
South. All the schools were there, 
so of course our girls went out and 
sang. The inspector for the south­ 
ern government was here at school

All we know is what they 
have done in other places. 
The 
government is run mostly by the 
students so they may not always 
think far enough ahead. As a re­ 
sult, we may not he able to meet 
their demands, as we have little 
money. 
“So we just go on from day to 
day. Things seem (quiet now. But 
there may be a censoring of letters 
later, so if I do not write as fully 
as I might, there may he reasons. 
But do not worry. 
There is no 
reason for alarm yea. tho if the 
schools cannot meet the demands 
of this new government, those in 
educational work, whose furlougs 
are due within a year or 15 months 
may taki* their furloughs now. As 
I have said before, we can only go 
from day to day and trust in the 
Lord.”
